here was considerable ground for the 
heory of self-defense. It was the tes- 
.imony of two of Ins enemies that con- 
victed him and he lias always declared 
trial he. shot only to save his life. No 
malice wag "ever .proved, and for that 
reason alone a life sentencejvrould be 
more than adequate. I have submit- 
ted several petitions, signed 
by the 


best people of New Orleans, which 
"prove his past character to have been 
the best. And now, with but two weeks 
of his life left, I do not know what 
to -do or which way to turn. If I could

Unique Scheme to Improve 


Beach at Atlantic City. 


ELEOTEjO LINE ON OOEAN FRONT.

The most ambitious scheme for the 


development of a seaside resort ever at 
tempted, in the United States at least, 
is taking shape at Atlantic City, says 
the Pittsburg Dispatch. It is backed 
by a syndicate of railroad men, and, 
inferential^', 
by 
the 
Pennsylvania 


railroad. It l:as for its object tbe solu 
tion of the rapid transit problem along 
the ocean front and the development 
of the bench front all tbe way from 
the Inlet to Longport. 
The present scheme is to suspend elec- 
tric cars from the steel girders of the 
board walk and operate them* by means 
of the siugle rail system. This plan 
•would obviate tbe chief objection to a 
transportation line along the beach 
front from the fact .that it would nei 
tlier interfere with a view of tbe ocean 
from the promenade or the beach front 
hotels nor obstruct access to tbe bath- 
ing grounds from ttfc bathhouses. 


These considerations have blocked all 


previous plans for transportation facil- 
ities on the ocean front, because all of 
tbem interfered more or less witb tbe 
view or travel to the beach. To over- 
come these objections and to put tbe 
present plan into execution would re- 
quire tbe elevation of the board walk 
from four to six feet. In other words, 
an entirely new board walk would have 
to be built throughout its length of five 
miles. This the syndicate would un- 
dertake to do, in addition to extending 
it to Longport, a total distance of ten 
miles. , 


The promoters of the traction enter- 


prise propose taking- this contract from 
the city and building tbe promenade 
on a line to be agreed upon by the city 
authorities aud tbe property owners. 
The new structure will be built on mas- 
sive steei pillars, and the walk will be 
eighty feet in width, and probably 100 
feet in the congested district in the vi- 
cinity of the big ocean piers. The elec- 
tric line will be double tracked from 
tbe Inlet to Chelsea and single tracked, 
•with switchouts, from that point to 
Longport 


The syndicate will also build at least 


four immense hotels—one at Chelsea, 
one a Tentnor, another at South At- 
lantic and the fourth at Longport. 
Cottages and villas will also be erected 
along the entire line of tbe road, 


VALUE OF NEW TELEGRAPHY 


British Scientist Says Wlreles* Art 


Reveal* Spiritual Realm. 


Sir Oliver Lodge, principal of the 


University of Birmingham, the man 
who first set Europe thinking of -wire- 
less telegraphy, said to tbe London cor- 
respondent of the Chicago News the 
other day: "This new art is destined to 
exercise a profound influence on tbe in- 
tellectual and spiritual capabilities of 
the -masses of mankind. It tends to 
bridge the \rtiy for tbe man in the 
street between the visible aud invisible 
worlds. Hitherto this useful and inof- 
fensive citizen has regarded psychical 
investigation as little else than an or- 
ganize^ search for ghosts and has pro- 
nounced psychical enthusiasts cranks, 
while- gravely doubting the good faith 
of the greater number of them. 


"Wireless telegraphy deals these prej- 


udices a shattering blow and therefore 
opens up to the man in the street tbe 
wide and attractive field of mental de- 
velopment. In other words, it indicates 
to the ordinary individual, who, after 
all, is the backbone of progress, that 
the universe may obtain some very 
profound realities that lie beyond the 
reach of physical sense. This realiza- 
tion is bound to loosen the bonds of 
materialism and to give freer play to 
human intelligence and human fait?). 
The time is rapidly approaching when 
the uncompromising materialists will 
receive tbe sneers that are now direct- 
ed against the scientific Inquirer who 
points his searchlight across the bor- 
ders of the universe of sense."
